GRANITE CITY — The Park 
District will renew the maintenance 
contract for the ite skating rink in 
Wilson Park. 

The district considered dropping 
the $25,000 per year contract as a 
cost-cutting measure and because a 
key piece of machinery will not be. 
covered under the new contract. 

But President George Sykes of the 


Park District Board of Commis- 
sioners said the district will renew 
its contract with York Inc. of St. 
Louis, despite the company’s refusal 
to service the rink’s evaporator, an 
integral part of the ice-making 
system, under the contract. 

York told the district in August the 
evaporator was in poor condition 
and was unrepairable. The company. 
gave the equipment a ‘‘50-50” 
chance of making it through this

No couch in psychologist’s office

GRANITE CITY — There’s no 
couch in Dewey Mathews’ office. 
With its paneled walls, desk and 
big chairs, his office looks like that 
of a business executive: 
HOWEVER, Mathews isn’t an ex- 
ecutive. He’s a clinical psychologist 
at Mental Health Services of 
Southern Madison County Inc., 


_ located at 2024 State St. 


A psychologist for-30 years, 
Mathews has worked in Granite City 
Since 1960. He evaluates mental 
disorders and provides counseling 
which it is hoped will eliminate the 
problem. 

Mathews said he deals with a full 
Spectrum of disorders, from stress 
reactions to schizophrenia. 

Averaging 30-35 patients a week, 
Mathews said he’s pleased with the 
results in patients over the years. 
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MATHEWS SAID emphasis is put 
on in-office patient treatment, 
avoiding hospitalization. . 

He remembered a patient who 
worked on high-voltage electricat 
lines. Due to a family crisis, 
Mathews said, the man develeped a 
phobia of high places. 


After about eight office visits, the 
man was cured of his fear and was 
able to return to work. é 

“IT’S REWARDING to, see so: 
meone recover and be happy in a 
short period of time,”’ Mathews said. 

Mathews, who became interested 
in psychology in college, said there 
have been many adyancements in 
the field of mental health since his 
start 30 years ago.

Did you ever wonder who drafts 
the layout of a town-and, more inpor- 
tant, who decides the names of the 
streets? 
= Do you know the Quad-City Area? 
If you think you do then take a ride 
someday and see if you can find your 
‘way from one street to another with 
the same name. They are not always 
in the same area or town, but are in 
the Quad-Cities. 

There cannot be any coordination 
between the two decisions when a ci- 
ty has several streets with the same 
name and the only distinction is that 
Gne is called a drive, road, avenue or 
‘street. T have noticed that on return 
addresses people seldom put the 
designation of road, street, etc., so 
you are at a loss as.to which one’ you 
are trying:to locate. 

‘There is one avenue in Granite Ci- 
ty: that is mind-boggling to area 
residents and could be a nightmare 
for out an out-of-town person. Clark 
Avenue begins at 1500, extends east 
two blocks, jumps the drainage 
ditch, resumes in the 2000 and 2100 
blocks and again jumps, over 
Franklin Avenue, to cross Johnson 
Road and become 2300. Then there is 
one house in the 2400 block, but from 
that point (at Maryville Road) Clark 
becomes Buenger Boulevard to fur- 
ther confuse people. 

Now move to the Briarcliff sub- 
division (off West Pontoon Road) 
and its winding streets. If you are 
fully. aware of the area you are all 
right. But if you are a stranger to our 
town, you may become perplexed 
when you see Briarcliff Drive, 
Briarhaven Drive, Briarmoor Lane, 

_Briarview...Lane...and Briarwood. 
Drive. 

‘Really, could the developer not 
find more varied street names than 
that to eliminate the confusion? 

There are Cambridge Court in 
Pontoon Beach and Cambridge 
Drive, off Stratford Lane. There are 
Central Avenue in Mitchell, Central 
Lane in Pontoon Beach and Central 

.__Street_in Madison. I hope people 
* know which area to go to in looking 
for these locations. 

Country Lane Court begins in the 
1900 block of Johnson Road and 
Country Place Lane off Stratford 
Lane north.

Lionesses have volunteered their 
services in blood drives and fund-

Carter said he and Gerald Bassett 
discussed a contribution to the 
defense fund in connection with 
reductions in assessments on the 
residence of William T. Roberts in 
Godfrey and Roberts Ford-Chrysler.

John E. Washburn, Illinois direc- 
tor of insurance, has some advice for. 
fe experiencing damage as a 
result of this fall's heavy rains and 
flooding. ‘‘There are ‘several possi- 
ble sources of recovery that each 
resident should explore,” he said.: 

“Damage to automobiles by 
flooding is covered if individuals 
carry comprehensive coverage 
under their auto insurance polices.” 

‘‘Homeowners and _ business 
owners should also consult their pro- 
perty insurance policies if they have 
experienced water damage as a 
result of rain leaking into a struc- 
ture. Not every insurance policy will 
cover this type of loss, but a good 
number will. Those policies, which » 
provide covérage on an all-risks* 
basis, will probably provides 
coverage. 

“The basic homeowners policy ex- 
cludes~ damage caused by” flood; 
back-up through sewer or drains; 
seepage through a foundation, and 
electrical failure if the interruption 
takes place aWay from the resident 
premises. However, some insurance 
companies allow for the purchase of 
coverage for contents of a 
refrigerator or deep freeze when 
damaged by power or mechanical 
failure (if the he-powies failure is off the 
insured pr ) and for damage * 
resulting ff from water which backs up‘ 
through sewers or drains or from 
sompeump failure. 

e greatest dollar amount of 
damage is as a result of flooding. 
Damage as a result of flooding is ex- 
cluded in virtually all property 
Policies. However, separate flood in- 
surance coverage is available in , 
many areas through insurance com- 
panies in conjunction with the 
federal government's National Food 
Insurance Program.’’
